This class of business is being removed from Chi- 
cago. and more than 1,000 feet of lumber dockage 
on Steteon’s slip lies vacant from the removal of 
ite former occupants to South Chicago since April 1. 
Under the present rule of two full hours for the 
bridges to remain closed, and the present ten-min- 
ute rule, the business of the city is' provided for. 
If the bridges are closed for a longer time during
